Delivered Calf 


The accident happened on a Sat- 


urday night after Dr. Anderson was 
called to-a farm south of Harmon 
to deliver a.calf.' He was-accom- 
panied by Mrs. Martha Smith, 
about 25, his office secretary. 


In his complaint, Dr.j'Anderson 


said that while returning from the 
farm, he drove west on the Har- 
mon spur and an oncoming car 
driven by McGuirk collided with 
his auto. Dr. Anderson was hos- 
pitalized for about 2'^ months and 
has not been'able to resume his 
practice because of-injuries to his 
back and left leg. 


Called to the witness stand this 


morning by Atty. William Gunner, 
his counsel, the plaintiff described 
the. trip to Harmon on the night of 
Oct. 5. 


Watched From Car 


He said that Mrs. Smith accom- 


panied him because she had prev- 
iously expressed a'wish to witness 
the delivery of a calf. 


Dr. Anderson told of receiving 


the phone call from "Bud" Dimig, 
the farmer, while at his office. He 
said he went home to get a pair 
of clean coveralls, phoned Mrs., 
Smith, and picked her up in the 


downtown business district of Dix- 
on. 


They went to the farm. Dr. An- 


derson delivered the calf, while 
Mrs. Smith watched from Dr. An- 
derson's automobile. 


Dr. Anderson testified that in re- 


turning from the farm, -he drove 
north on a gravelled highway, and 
while approaching

spur saw a car, he later identified 
as that of McGuirk's, approaching 
from the west on the spur.

Dr. Anderson said he drove onto 


the highway and headed west. He 
was intending to return to Dixon 
by way of a back road, he said, 
because of the heavy 
Saturday 


night traffic on Rt. 26. 


It was while he was driving in a 


westerly direction, Dr. Anderson 
said, that McGuirk's car, with one 
headlight, approached him on the 
wrong side of the road, swung to 
the left, then came upon the wrong 
side of the road again. 


Only the north lane of the Har- 


mon spur is paved. 


Dr. Anderson said that he saw 


the oncoming car and drove .his 
Buick off the pavement to the right 
in order to avoid the .collision. 


Administered Aid 


The collision drove the Anderson 


car into the ditch and pinned him 
in the car. Dr. Anderson said. He 
extricated himself and Mrs. Smith,

nists agreed today to a U. N. 
proposal for a meeting at 
Panmunjom next Monday to 
make plans for the Korean 
peace conference, but they in- 
sisted on the right to decide 
there what nations will take 
part. 


The United States and its allies 


have insisted just as strongly in 
earlier notes that the preliminary 
meeting settle only the time and 
place of the conference.

the conference called for only the 
belligerents—with Russia sitting in 
on the Communist side if invited 
by the Reds. 


The Reds had asked for a round 


table meeting, with five nations 
—Russia, India, Pakistan, Thai- 
land, Burma—sitting in as neu- 
trals. 


The latest Red note • as broad- 


cast by Peiping capped a long ex- 
change of messages between the 
Allies and the Communists on the 
conference. 


Only Time, Place 


The Reds proposed Oct. 10 that 


U. N. and Communist representa- 
tives meet in Panmunjom to dis- 
cuss the time, place and—most 
controversial—the composition of 
the conference. 


The United States and it 16 Ko- 


rean war partners answered the 
Reds last week in a carefully- 
worded note suggesting that the 
two sides send delegations to Pan- 
munjom Oct. 26 to discuss plans 
for the conference.

However, the Allied note stressed 


that the U. N . representative 
would be prepared to discuss only 
"a time and place" for the con- 
ference and would not go into the 
dispute on its makeup, what na- 
tions will take part.

The students, celebrating a 13-6 


homecoming football victory over 
Missouri Saturday, began demon- 
strating aft«r their demands for a 
Monday holiday from classes were 
refused. 


I'rrnldrnt Away 


Dr. James Hilton, president of 


the college, was out of town when 
the students marched on his home 
chanting "no classes." There were 
about 300 In the group. 


The 
students 
then 
marched 


through 
the sorority, 
fraternity 


and dormitory areas gathering re- 
Inforcementa. After a second trip 
to Hilton's home again produced 
no response, a sit-down strike on 
the highway followed.

naid he used up all his tear gas 
in an unsuccessful effort to break 
up the demonstration, \Vhen tear 
gas shells were tossed, however, 
the students simply dispersed un- 
til the fumei drifted away.

At about 
2:30 a.m. the demonstration "just 
ran out of steam" and most of the 
students went to their rooms, po- 
lice said.

Linens, Clothing, 
Food Taken Over 
Four Year Period

Systematic looting of 
the 


Kankakee State hospital by 
a gang of thieves who carried 
off an estimated one million 
dollars of food, clothing and 
linens in the past four years 
was disclosed Sunday. 


The disclosure came after the ar- 


rest Saturday of a 64-year-old Ne- 
gro truck driver and civil service 
employe at the hospital, who police 
said admitted his part In the thefts 
and named others Involved. 


Ferdinand Foster of Kankakee, 


a civil service truck driver em- 
ployed by the hospital since 1937, 
was charged with grand larceny 
today and released under $15,000 
bond pending consideration of his 
case by the January grand Jury. 


Kankakee Police Chief Wallace 


Flannery said a large quantity of 
stolen meat and clothing was found 
in Foster's home. 


Only One 


Dr. Otto L. Bcttag of Chicago, 


director of the state public welfare 
department, said his investigators 
had been working on the case for 
several weeks before the seizure of 
Foster. 


Bcttag said the truck driver "Is 


only, one . of perhaps several in- 
volved." He estimated losses to 
the state in foodstuff.-, and other 
supplies taken from the institution 
at "over •«, quarter ot a million 
dollars a year." 


Stato Sen. Victor McBroom of 


Kankakee, also active in the In- 
vestigation, said there was evi- 
dence that' the thefts had been car- 
ried on at the hospital "lor at least 
four years and possibly longer." 


He said Foster had admitted 


stealing1 from the hospital for at 
least nine years. 


Meat Disappeared 


Dr. Betlap said he sent an in- 


vestigator to the hospital to learn 
why food bills there were exces- 
sively high in proportion to the 
meals nerved. In the midst of this 
Inquiry, Bettng said, S.SOO^pounds 
of meat disappeared. 


A search warrant was obtained 


for Foster's home. 


Flnnnery said .searchers found 


more than ISO pounds of meat— 
xtill in state wrappings— in a big 
freezer. Closets and drawers In the 
Foster home were found to be 
cmmmed with linens, clothing and 
shoes taken from (he state hospital 
storerooms, Flnnnery said. 


He said Foster icnortcdly had 


sold butter taken from the institu- 
tion for 20 rents a pound and large 
hams for $3.

U. S. Budget 
Deficit Is 
In Prospect 


'Cash'Budget May 
Be Balanced First 
Time in Year 


By CHARLES F. BARRETT 


WASHINGTON W>- Congression- 


al sources said today another fed- 
eral deficit next year is indicated 
in the Eisenhower administration'! 
advance budget prospects. 


Final decisions have not been 


reached, they said, but administra- 
tion officials wrestling with the 
problem are talking of this general 
outlook for the budget to be pro- 
posed next January: 


1. Despite all efforts to balance 


the budget, defense spending and 
scheduled tax reductions probably 
will add up to a red ink figure of 
from two to five billion dollars for 
the year starting next July 1. 


"Cash" Balance 


2. But the "cash" budget, which 


includes social security trust fund 
accounts and other items not count- 
ed in the regular administrative 
budget, piobably will show a bal- 
ance for the first time in several 
years. 


This pictuie came fiom congres- 


sional sources who aie in close 
touch with administration fiscal 
planning, but who asked not to be 
quoted by name. 


Revised figuies for the current 


jear, ending next June 30, indi- 
cate spending of $72,100,000,000 and 
levenue of 
$68,300,000,000. This 


would be an administrative deficit 
of $3.800,000,000. The "cash" defi- 
cit for this year is estimated at 
a half-billion dollats. 


Congiessmen said the adminis- 


tiation would feel it has made good 
piogiess, although not so much as 
hoped, if it can eliminate the cash 
deficit next year in the face of 
scheduled 
revenue losses. They 


said administration officials are 
banking stiongly on a balanced ad- 
ministrative budget for the follow- 
ing year. 


Explain Ca*h Budget 


The cash budget includes income 


and outgo under the social security 
piogiam and other special ac- 
counts which are kept separata 
fiom icgular funds. Th«se pro- 
giams geneially aie taking m 
moie money than they are paying 
out. This trend would be accentu- 
ated next year under a scheduled 
inciease in social security taxes. 


As compaied with this fiscal 


year, the administration faces rev- 
cnue loss next yeai of $3,600,000,000 
from tax cuts set for Jan. l. These 
are a 10 per cent reduction in in- 
dividual income tax rates, and ex- 
piiation of the excess profits tax 
on corporations. 


On April 1, slill further fiscal 


year losses of $2,200,000,000 in rev- 
enue are scheduled. These are cut- 
backs in corporation income tax 
rates and in some excise tax rates.

Conference May Relieve Explosive 


Trieste Problem 


The territory of Trieste, at the Italian-Yugoslav border 


on the Adriatic Sea, is one of the world's perennial trouble 
spots. 


Before World War I, it belonged to the Austrian Em- 


pire. Afterward, the whole territory was given by treaty 
to Italy, which held it until World War II. It was the chief 
bone of contention in the Italian peace-treaty talks. Allied 
and Communist diplomats finally compromised by making 
the territory free under the protection of the United Nations 
Security council. 


Now the sore is festering again. First there were 


rumors of Italian troop movements near the Trieste border. 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia responded with loud, threatening 
noises of patriotic protest. Soon all the emotions linked with 
nationalistic pride were aflame on both sides. 


Under the treaty terms, the Trieste territory was divid- 


ed in two: Zone A, under British-American military occu- 
pation; and Zone B under Yugoslav civilian control. Agree- 
ment on a governor to rule the entire area never was ob- 
tained. 
• 
» • 


' 
Zone A contains the predominantly Italian port city of 


Trieste and a total area of 96 square miles, with 310,000 pop- 
ulation. Zone B contains 75,000 people and is largely rural. 
It comprises 197 square miles. 


The boundaries were not scientifically drawn. There 


are Italians and Yugoslavs in both sectors; hence each side 
makes claims for part or all of both sectors. Overall, roughly 
one-fourth of all the people in the territory are Yugoslav, 
the other three-quarters Italian. 


Tito's defection from Stalin, which brought him into the 


Western defense orbit, forced the chief Allied powers to tread 
a thin knife edge between the two disputants involved over 
Trieste. They suggested direct negotiations, but these failed. 


After the recent flare-ups, Britain and the U. S. decided 


the two might deal more realistically with the issue if Italy's 
bargaining position were stronger. 
Currently it controls 


' nothing in Zone A, while Tito runs Zone B. So the decision 
was made to pull out Allied troops in Zone A and give Italy 
control. 
• 
• • 


Tito, fortified with U. S.-financed arms, met this move 


by marching his soldiers into Zone B and threatening to in- 
vade A the moment Italian troops enter it. Popular reaction 
in Yugoslavia was violent, and he took confidence from the 
response. 


For the magnitude of this current outburst, Tito must 


bear the blame. He has been rattling the saber while Italian 
leaders have calmly proposed that Trieste's future be settled 
by a plebiscite among the territory's people. 


Possibly Tito understands he cannot safely carry out 


his threats without endangering his own position and weak- 
ening the whole Western defense structure. He now calls 
for direct talks with Britain, the U. S. and Italy, a plan he 
previously had rejected. Some observers doubt he is armed 
for a real military challenge. 


In view of the explosive developments and their poten- 


tial damage to the Western cause, this conference may be 
the wisest course. And, to allow time for such a meeting, 
the Allies may therefore have to postpone the evacuation of 
Zone A beyond the scheduled six weeks' deadline. 


Bright and Dark Sides 


Figures just released by the American Farm Bureau 


Federation stress the fact that the low-income of "marginal" 
farms when averaged in with the total give a distorted and 
discouraging picture of the American agricultural economy.

The gross income of this total averages only $4,-100 a 


year, a figure which, when expenses are deducted, gives the 
average farmer not a great deal to live on. Whereas, says 
the Farm Bureau, the upper 1,200,000 o$ the nation's 3,706,- 
412 commercial farms, which account for 73.5 per cent of all 
production, bring in an average annual gross return of more 
than $13,000.

This more cheerful aspect of American farm life is wel- 


come, of course. But within the very same statistics can be 
found some other facts which explain quite a few political 
and social phenomena. 


These upper 1,200,000 account for but 22.4 per cent of 


all farms. There are also some 2,500,000 other commercial 
farms which represent 46.5 per cent of the whole. These 
average under $2,800 gross receipts per year, netting no 
princely income, certainly, for their owners. Add to this the 
600,000 or more classed as "part time," which gross less 
than $700 per year average and whose operators doubtless 
think very much as farmers do, and we have a stasticnl rea- 
son, at least, for migrations from field to factory and for the 
strong political pressures of the kind that come from people 
who consider themselves economically the underdog. 
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The Doctor Says: 
Women More Resistant lo 
Disease Than Most Men 


By EDWIN P. JORDON, M. D. 


Women, largely because men 


have said so Yepeatedly for so 
long, have been labeled the weaker 
sex. From the medical standpoint, 
however, this label is completely 
wrong. 


For every 100 girls born into this 


world, there are about 103 boys. 
From the time of birth on, ho'w- 
ever, boys die off at a more rapid 
rate than their sisters. By the 
time the later years of life are 
reached—from 
75 onward—there 


are more than twice as many 
women living as there are men. 


The change in the proportion be- 


tween the sexes is brought about 
gradually because more men than 
women die at almost every age. 


Women are more resistant to the 


fatal effects of most diseases. Girls 
and women appear to be much 
more robust than boys and men. 
Most of them accept illness more 
philosophically and this helps them 
to recover. 


It is easy to understand that 


men are more exposed to accidents 
—at least this used to be the case 
before the days when so many 
women worked in industry. Men 
are much more susceptible to cer- 
tain types of heart diseases and 
other disorders involving the blood 
vessels.' 


Women stand cold better than 


men. The reason for this, at least 
in'part, is because they have a 
thin layer of fat under the skin 
which help* to insulate them. 
CAN STAND PAIN 


Almoet «vtry doctor will 


that on the average women stand 
pain better than men do. This 
may not have any relation to their 
resistance to disease and is prob- 
ably just a sign of their adaptabil- 
ity to the role of rhildbeanng. 


Whatever the cause, except in 


muscular strength and m endur- 
ance involving the use of muscular 
strength, it would be far more ac- 
curate to consider men rather than 
women the weaker sex. 


With an agmp population and 


periodic wars taking off even more 
men the time has already ai rived 
when women outnumber men m 
the country as a whole. This dif- 
ference 
will 
doubtless increase 


with the passage of time.

Correct Finesse Will Help Game

A finesse is a fine.sse is a imesse, 


as Gertrude Stein might have writ- 
ten if she had ever taken up con- 
tract bridge. Nevertheless, all fin- 
esses aren't equal. It may be im- 
portant to try your finesses in the 
in the correct Older, as South dis- 
covered In today's hand. 


VVe*>t opened the five of hearts, 


and declarer quite properly put up 
Dummy's queen of hearts to win 
the trick. South heaved a discreet 
sigh of re'lief 
and 
counted his 


tricks; two hearts, a spade, a dia- 
mond, and four clubs. One addi- 
tional trick was needed for the 
contract. 


South saw that there were lots 


of finessing possibilities, but he 
couldn't tell one from another with- 
out a formal introduction. Hence 
he got to his hand with a club and 
tried his luck at finessmg the 
queen of diamonds. 


It didn't work. East won with 


(he king of diamonds and returned 
a heart. 
South held up the ace of 


hearts until the third round, but 
this did him no good. He h-jd to 
try a spade finesse in the attt-mpt 
to make his ninth trick, and West 
took the queen of spades and the 
rest of the hearts to set the con- 
tract. 


South made his mistake when he 


put all of his CRRS into the one 
basket of the diamond finesse. The 
correct line of plays allows South 
to break more eggs—and to make 
his contract. 


After winning the first trick in 


dummy with the queen of hearts, 
declarer should lead the jack of 
spades and let it ride for n finesse. 
This loses to West's queen, and 
Went leads the king of hearts. South 
holds off the second round of 
hearts, but wins the third. 


Now South tries the diamond 


finesse. This also loses, but South 
isn't' beaten yet. He can still get 
to dummy with a club and try a 
second spade finesse.

Big 3 Ministers Ask 
Russia to Next Meet 
Also Invite Yugoslavia, Italy 
On Powder Keg Trieste Issue 


LONDON (^P)—The Big Three foreign ministers have 


invited Russia to meet with them next month to discuss Ger- 
many, Austria and European security. Winding up a three- 
day conference Sunday night they also took dramatic steps 
to deal with all other major tensions threatening the world. 


The three—U. S. Secretary of 


State Dulles, British Foreign Sec- 
retary Eden and French Foreign 
Minister Bidault—also invited Italy 
and Yugoslavia to a five-nation 
meeting on the Balkan powder keg 
issue of Trieste. 


During these intensive meetings 


;he top Western diplomats also dis- 
missed Korea, the possibility of a 
ater meeting of the Western chiefs 
of state with Soviet Premier Mai- 
cnkov. the turbulent Middle East 
questions with emphasis on the 
latest Israeli-Jordan border flare- 
up and France's seven-year war 
against the Reds in Indochina. 


Not Olficial 


The three were reported also to 


have' agreed secretly on a new Ko- 
rean peace conference plan aimed 
at ending the present 
deadlock 


over its makeup. 


There was no official confirma- 


tion of this report by a diplomatic 
informant 
that 
the

agreed on a compromise proposal 
calling for a seven-nation round- 
table peace ^conference including 
the United States, Britain, the So- 
viet Union, France, Red China, 
and North and South Korea. The 
informant i n d i c a t e d this was 
aimed at countering Communist 
demands for the inclusion of a 
number of neutral nations.

'Loophole' Allows 
Escape From Tax 
By Govt. Workers 


WASHINGTON </B — Sen. Wil- 


liams (R-Del) said today "an esti- 
mated 25,000 government employ- 
es ... 
are refusing to pay their 


income taxes" and yet are safe 
from prosecution. 


Some of them, he added, work 


in the Treasury Department itself. 
He said he will ask Congress to 
correct the situation. 


The senator said the 25,000 have 


found "a loophole" enabling them 
to comply with the law technically 
by filing income tax returns, but 
then refusing to pay the tax debts 
declared. 


Filing of the returns, he said, 


makes them safe from prosecu- 
tion and the government is power- 
less to collect the tax because a 
federal law "prohibits the salaries 
of government employes from be- 
ing attached." 


Williams said the amount of taxes 


thus escaping collection might run 
into millions of dollars. 


Most federal employes, like oth- 


ers, are subject to the federal with- 
holding tax under which most of a 
taxpayer's income taxes are kept 
paid on a monthly basis. But in 
some cases the withholding tax is 
not sufficient to cover all income 
tax.

Churchill Rebuffed in Try 
For Meet With Malenkov 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (*— Sir Winston 


Churchill, at 79 and in the twi- 
light of his historic life, is believed 
to have one final and great ambi- 
tion as his crowning contribution 
to civilization. 


It is to help, as architect or 


engineer, to establish abiding 
peace in the world. As a starter 
he wants a meeting between him- 
self, President Eisenhower, Rus- 
sia's P r e m i e r Malenkov and 
France's Premier Laniel. 


Usually at such a top level con- 


ference there is an agenda—a pro- 
gram of what shall be discussed, 
just that and nothing else. There 
is something to be said for this, 
and something against it. 


Can Be Prepared 


By knowing exactly beforehand 


what topics they are to talk about, 
the heads of government can go 
well prepared to such a conference. 
They can go with plenty of re- 
search, briefing and advice from 
their experts. 


An agenda also makes for a 


speedier end to a conference than 
if the men taking part in it had no 
agenda and were free to wander 
afield, discussing problems that 
come to the mind. 


So, while a conference with an 


agenda might be able to concen- 
trate on a few items, it would 
sacrifice the chance, if any, for a 
more relaxed meeting which could 
cover, and perhaps 'settle, difficul- 
ties which somebody just happened 
to bring up. 


The American government takes 


a different view. Before any top 
level Big Four meeting, it wants 
the foreign ministers of the United 
States, Britain, Russia and France 
to meet—with an agenda. 


Last Wednesday Secretary of 


State Dulles flew to London to con- 
fer with Britain's Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden and France's 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 
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They had a number of problems 
to talk about: 


The Agenda 


Trieste, Korea, and suggesting 


to Russia some way o,f getting; to- 
gether with her to talk about a 
peace settlement on Germany and 
Austria, particularly Germany. 


The three ministers seemed to 


have a choice: Suggest that they 
meet with Russia's Foreign Min- 
ister Molotov or accept Churchill's 
idea _and suggest a meeting be- 
tween him, Eisenhower, Malenkov 
and Laniel. 


On the day Dulles flew to Lon- 


don, 
the Swedish Academy was 


giving Churchill the Nobel prize 
for his writings and his oratory. 
His oratory was "scintillating," the 
academy said. 


That night, after both the an- 


nouncement and the American sec-, 
retary of state had arrived, Chur- 
chill had a chance to try out his 
oratory, at least in conversational 
form.
